(this application is a DIV of 09/04394), which is a 371 of PCT/US96/15727 filed 9/27/1996 
which claims priority to provisional application 60/004387 filed 9/27/1995 (see page 2 of the 
applicants 'preliminary amendment filed 3/26/04 to the specification) in term of the "Petition 
Decision" filed 7/26/2000 which indicates that the holding of abandonment is withdrawn, 
Examiner considers the current invention to entitle a benefit to the provisional application 
60/004387, i.e., the benefit of the earlier filing date 9/27/1995. Examiner has cited two 
references (see PTO-892) which are the closest art to the instant invention; yet, the references are 
not qualified as prior art over the subject matter disclosed in the instant claims 47-49. Further, 
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Examiner have reviewed 60/004387. The disclosure set forth in page 41 of 60/004387 appears to 
support the subject matter disclosed in the instant claim 47. Hence, claims 47-49 are allowable 
over the art of record.
